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LABOR DAY ADDRESS 


On Labor Unionism De- 
livered on the Exhibi- 
tion Grounds Monday. 


The following is a verbatim report 
of the speech delivered by Frank W. 
Crang, M.D., Strathcona, at the 
Mrades and Labor eclepration in Ed- 
monton on Monday, Sept. 7th: 


Gentlemen of the Trades and Labor 
Ceuncil, Union Men and Friends: 


I esteem it one of the grandest pri- 
releges imaginable to be able to 
etand up here and speak to you on a 
topic of labor and trades unionism. 
Personally, 1 was bora, bred and 
reared in an atmosphere of trades 
wriopism and as far as I can see 
now, I intend to die a member chere- 
of. When J quit the trade of brick+ 
Jaying some nine years ago to take 
up the study of medicine, I thought I 
was leaving unionism behind me for 
ever. Instead of that I have since 
feund out to my surprise that I was 
just entering west I ‘consider to be 
the strongest union in oxistence in 
Canada today, and that is the medi- 
cal union, or Medical Council as we 
pall it. Wehave as you know, a 
medica): council, d@ruggists’ council, 
dentists council, and even in Toronto 
they have gone so far now as to 
bave formed an embalmers’ and un- 
dertakers’ council. Practically speak- 
ing, though they are identicaliy one 
and the same thing as a trades’ union. | 
jWe meet, enact our laws, eiect our 
officers, and endeavor exactly the 
game as you endeavor (and as a good 
many hear wii) no doubt bear me out 
in suying if they have had any medi- 
cal attendance) to keep up vur sche- 
@ule of prices. We have our walking 
flelegates or pickets out all the time 
constantly looking after our own in- 
terests, and should any scab doctor 
invade our jurisdiction he is quickly 
brought before the magistrate, fined 
and forced to leave our part of the 
territory. As yet though, we have 
mot succeeded in reducing our hours 
of labor. 

Probably the first semblance of 
mnion formation er coming tcgether 
of men that we have any recerd of, 
was that which oecurred in the year 
3348, the year of the Black Death or 
Black Plague in Engband, whereby, as 
you know, about one half of the iab- 
ering population war eut off by death. 
The other half, therefore, labor being 
goearce, undertook to ask for a raise 
im wages and their request met with 
this startling result. The magis- 
trates or owners of the land or ihose 
in authority over them, met and | 
passed a law called the Statute of 
Laborers, which provided that (1) No 
laboring man had the right to ask for 
higher wages. (2) No laborer had the 
right to go from one town to another 
seeking te better his condition. (3) 
‘Any laborer so doing, if caught, was 
to be branded with the letter F on/| 
his forehead. This condition af af. | 
fairs could not tast very long, ao 
we are not surprised to read twenty- 
five years jater, of a large uprising 
of 40,000 laborers, who marched to 
London and petitioned the king to re- 
dress their grievances. That their 
grievances were redressed we icarn by 
another statute passed about fifty 
years iater, calied a Jaw against the 
exiravagance of Gress of laborers. It 
appears that Jaborers were getting 
high wages amd squandering most of 
it on their wearing aypare], and this 
law was to curtail tke cost of their 
attire. 

From that time to this, capital and 
labor bave been constantly coming in 
contact, meeting, touching, rebound- 
ing in fact, sparring for an opening 
the whole time. Capital getting in 
a black eye at labor, and labor retali- 
ating with an uppercut at capital and 
occasionally both of them clinching 
and fighting it out to a prolonged 
finish or an arbitration draw. 

It seems to me that in the past 
capital has beem saying to labor “We 
have ali the intellect,” and labor has 
answered this by saying, “We have all 
the strongth.” Again capital has 
been saying, “You must be  subser- 
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vient to, or be dictated to by us,” 
and Jabor again answers, saying, “Our 
necks have never yet bent beneath 
any capitalistic yoke and we don't 
intend to bow them now.” Again cap- 
ita! says, “We have all the wealth,” 
and labor answers this with 2 growl, 
saying, “Who made it for you ?” One 
thing is certain. Capital cannot do 
without Jabor, and labor cannot do 
without capital. They are mutually 
dependent the one on the other. But 
still-the petty warfare of strike goes 
on. 
Personally’ I believe that a strike is 
occasionally as much a necessity as a 
labor union is a necessity, but I still 
further believe that ninety-five per 
cent. of our present strikes can be 
averted by arbitration. 1 do not be- 
lieve you arbitrate properly. I do 
not believe you get the proper men 
on your arbitration committees, and 
I don’t believe you can understand 
the word arbitration properly until it 
begins to touch your own pockets. 
The idea of getting a fimancier or a 
farmer io arbitrate a plumbers’ stixc. 
What do they know about a vent, a 
T or U trap, its purpose and value ? 
And yet this sort of thing is done 
every day. I tell you, gentlemen, 
you need to get men who have some 
time or another been in your own 
avocation or calling, to represent you 
on your arbitration committees, and 
those men are to be found scattered 
in every community. For instance, 
in my own case I served my appren- 
ticeship with ihree otner apprentices 
and the first one after learnmg his 
trade, went into storekeeping, the 
second and third entered the medical 
profession, and the fourth, you will 
no douvt be surprised to learn, be- 
came a Baptist minister. Now, gen- 
tlemen, those are the type of men to 
represent you on your boards of ar- 
bitration, for they can size up the 
situatiou, and knowing the ins and 
outs of your own avocation, they can 
proceed to drive home the arguments 
in your favor and I] am sure you will 
win out in 95 out of every hundred 
cases of threatened strike. 
Surrounding your own district here 
you have one of the grandest God 
given territories it bas ever befallen 
the lot of human beings 6o occupy. 
Stretching, extending, widening away 
out to where the horizon meets the 
c-of the firmament, and farther, 
are to be found miles upon miles of 
prairie land, miles upon miles of 
pasture jand, miles upon miles of hilly 
end mountainous territory, redun- 
dant with streams, rivers, lakes and 
lagoons, and teeming with fish and 
fowl: while deep Gown in the bowels 
of the earth we find layer upon layer 
of all those things that are necessary 
for the making, uplifting, upbuilding 
and upholding of this the greatest 
unionized centre in the Dominion of 
Canada. Commencing at our deepest 


layer, we find a beautiful granite 


formation, a granite that can be used 


for buttresses and piers and 
stones, or also in the erection of the 
parliament buildings, which at your 
present rate of progress, you will no 
doubt want to erect here in a few 
years to come. On top of this you 
have a layer of minerals, and on top 
of this you have a layer of coal, above 
the coal sandstone, and above this 
again clay, also mari, which is used 
for making Portiand cement and is 
to be found, so 1 am told, in your im- 
mediate vicinity. Still higher we 
have gravel and sand and iwo feet 
of that dusky, dark, loamy soil, cap- 
able of supporting almost phenomen- 
al growth. Topping this you have 
some of fhe most beautiful timber 
limits to be found any place. Besides 
this you have the water power and 
if you wish te probe still further -n- 
to our resources you can go deep 
down into the bowels of the earth, 
where you will find oils and gases of 
all descriptions that are ready wait- 
ing to be harnessed to any enten- 
prise to which you may wish to put 
them.

You know 
as well as I do that within the last 
six years or more, you could not pick 
uy) a newspaper, but what you would 
find accounts of a strike at Ross- 
land, strike at Fernie, strike at Kamt 
loops, cr Canmore, or some other 
outlandish named piace, and I don't 
wonder at any capitahart getting sick 
and disgusted with the whole prp- 
ceedings and drawing his money out 
of it and investing it some place else.
